The philosophy at Utah County Food and Shelter 
Coalition is, “There’s no way to measure a person’s 
life, so there’s no real means to judge it by.” In- 
deed, many of these people, no matter how desti- 
tute and deprived they may seem, have back- 
grounds as normal as anyone else, but have sadly 
fallen into hard times. 

“These people are living in the trenches of life 
right now,” Stern said. 

The Utah County Food and Shelter Coalition 
receives both federal and state funds in addition to 
volunteer work, time and money to support their 
efforts. ~ 

Leigh Stern believes that people should be “intel- 
ligent donators” by inquiring exactly where the 
money goes before donating to an agency of any 
kind. In many national agencies and associations, 
the complete amount of money donated is often not 
used for their projects. 

“Almost 100 percent of the money (donated to the 
Utah Coalition) goes directly to the homeless,” mi- 
nus a small amount for the directors, said Stern. 
The director receives $1100 per month salary; the 
co-director, $800; and the receptionist $150 per 
month.

Federal funds of $32,000 a year are used mainly 
for sheltering the homeless. This figures to around 
$160 for each individual, which can provide for ap- 
proximately two weeks of support. 

State funds of $2500 provide for plastic ware and 
paper place settings, which follow health regula- 
tions and serve to diminish the spread and increase 
of disease, Stern said. 

There are many different types of people that are 
served by the coalition, Stern said. 

The first type, which constitutes only a small 
handful, consists of aleoholies and other substance 
abusers who are not receiving any type of treat- 
ment. 

The next step up are the mentally ill and physi- 
cally incapacitated. A good example of this, Stern 
said, is one man who visited the shelter who was 
once a very capable roofer and was left without any 
source of income after a bad accident on the job. 

Yet another group consists of those with a lim- 
ited education who are unable to support them- 
selves adequately. 

Stern told of one boy they found who had been 
sleeping between two mattresses on the streets of 
Provo. The coalition cared for the boy, entered him

Congressmen accused 
of meeting violation 


Prayer not reviewed 
in official meeting, 
attorney alleges

SALT LAKE CITY — State law- 
makers skirted the law when they 
met behind closed doors last week to 
discuss a proposed amendment to al- 
low prayer at public meetings, an as- 
sistant attorney general says. 

The state’s Open Meeting Law re- 
quires government bodies, including 
most legislative committees, to meet 
in public unless certain personnel, le- 
gal or security issues are being dis- 
cussed. 

Last week’s meeting of Sen. Fred 
Finlinson, R-Salt Lake; Sen. Lyle 
Hillyard, R-Logan; and Rep. John 
Valentine, R-Orem; was closed, but 
the trio will not be penalized, said 
John Clark, counsel to Attorney Gen- 
eral Paul Van Dam. 

“This is, in my view, a technical- 
type violation if it is a violation at all,” 
Clark said. “This is a situation that 
occurred because of miscommunica- 
tion and misunderstanding.” 

The attorney general’s office plans 
to send a letter to lawmakers remind- 
ing them that the Open Meeting Law 
applies to the committee, which has 
since been expanded to eight mem- 
bers. 

The new members were added in 
response to criticism that the four 
original members were all Republi- 
cans and all members of the LDS 
Church. 


Some dispute remains, however, 
over whether the lawmakers were ac- 
tually a committee when they got to- 
gether before a scheduled public 
meeting on April 28. Clark maintains 
it was a committee; the lawmakers 
say no. 

Finlinson and Valentine said they 
talked over lunch before Hillyard, 
driving from Logan, arrived about 10 
minutes before the public meeting 
was scheduled to start. The trio even- 
tually decided to hold a public meet- 
ing May 11 and to meet again May 18 
to decided what, if any language, to 
propose. 

The Legislature is scheduled to 
meet in special session May 19, but 
the prayer issue is not yet on the 
agenda. Gov. Norm Bangerter is 
waiting to see what lawmakers come 
up with. 

Valentine said Monday he did not 
consider the group a committee until 
receiving a letter dated April 28 from 
House Speaker Craig Moody, R- 
Sandy, naming him to “a drafting 
group.” 

“Before, we were just kicking 
around ideas,” Valentine said. “We 
did not have a secret meeting then. 
There was no committee.” 

Moody said the four lawmakers 
were not a committee, only potential 
bill sponsors, but added it was a mis- 
take for them to have met in private. 

Whether to amend the Utah Con- 
stitution to allow prayers at public 
meetings became an issue in March, 
when 38rd District Judge Dennis 
Frederick ruled the Salt Lake City 
Council violated state law by praying 
before meetings. 


Students to get 
professor profiles

Beginning in the fall of 1992, BYU 
students may have the opportunity to 
“match” themselves with their teach- 
ers. 

A proposal is in the works, which 
would allow students to have access 
to the educational background, teach- 
ing style and methods of teaching of 
all the professors on campus.

sure it (Preview) will stay here, that 
it won't be a flash in the pan,” Middle- 
ton said. 

Middleton said he and others have 
talked with Todd A. Britsch, an asso- 
ciate academic vice president. Mid- 
dleton said Britsch was excited and 
supportive of the Preview and the 
academic vice presidents have given 
their approval for the project. 

Britsch stressed this is not an ad- 
ministrative project, but rather a stu- 
dent initiative. He said the Preview, 
“seemed to be a responsible way to 
give students additional information 
to make selections on their teachers.” 

Britsch said the key to the proposal 
would be the voluntary cooperation of 
the BYU faculty. He said that Aca- 
demic Vice President Stan Albrecht 
sent a memo inviting the faculty to 
support the project. 

Ted Baldry is the 
student alumni 
president for 1992. 
Baldry, 24, a senior

the Preview being 
available on a computer database in 
the advisement centers. The second 
option might be a book format,which 
students could purchase with their 
class schedules. 

The Faculty Preview is the cre- 
ation of Yvette Young, 20, a junior 
majoring in sociology from Norway, 
Maine. 

Young said her focus in creating the 
Preview was, “What makes a class- 
room come alive? What on the part of 
the students and what on the part of 
the teachers?” This approach moved 
her to work on cataloging the quali- 
ties of teachers. 

Young is the chairperson for the 
committee in action of the Honors 
Student Council. The Council has 
been extremely supportive of her 
work on this project. 

Other student groups who are 
working to make the Preview a real- 
ity include the Student Alumni Asso- 
ciation, the Student Advisory Council 
and BYUSA. 

Mike Middleton is the Student 
Alumni President for this past year. 
Middleton, 25, a graduate student in 
communications from Centerville, 
has worked with Young and others on 
the project. He said the work the stu- 
dent organizations are doing is impor- 
tant to the relationship between the 
faculty and the students. 

“We are hoping to create some- 
thing that will last and be of benefit to 
students in the coming years. That is 
why we are taking the time necessary 
to get everyone brought in, to make 


interests, hobbies, 
philosophy of life, learning and teach- 
ing styles, and student evaluation. 

Middleton said that “several hun- 
dred responses have already been re- 
turned to us from a previous mailing. 
I think the reason why our approach 
is not an affront to the faculty is be- 
cause we're not rating the faculty. 

“All of this is optional to the faculty. 
We just want to portray each of them 
as unique individuals with specific tal- 
ents,” said Middleton. 

Britsch said other than the logisti- 
cal problems involved in gathering 
the information, he did not know of 
anything else that could delay the 
Preview. 

Young said the response from the 
faculty has been supportive and posi- 
tive. 

“I got a couple of notes that said, 
‘This probably won’t be of much use to 
students because I’m the only one 
who teaches the section; however, I 
wanted to fill this (questionnaire) out 
to show my support of this program,” 
Young said. 

Middleton said a survey will be up- 
coming to verify the interest of the 
students in such a project. 

Alan Thompson, 25, a senior major- 
ing in journalism from Turock, Calif. , 
said the Preview sounded like a great 
idea. 

“It’s hard if their style is not what I 
like. IfI knew there were teachers 


who were exciting in the way they 
taught things, that got students in- 
volved, then I’d take their classes,” 
Thompson said.

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Clinton trounces Brown, takes Indiana 


WASHINGTON — Bill Clinton trounced Jerry Brown in the Indiana 
primary Tuesday and bid for a sweep in North Carolina and the District of 
Columbia on his methodical march to the Democratic presidential nomination. 

Clinton pocketed an endorsement from the AFL-CIO as he awaited the 
returns. CNN projected him the easy winner in North Carolina. 

President Bush was cruising past Patrick Buchanan in all three Republican 
primaries. 

Texas billionaire Ross Perot sounded increasingly like a candidate-to-be, 
and brushed aside polls that showed him running strongly in a three-way race. 
“It’s a long, long way from May to November,” he said. 

Bush, Clinton and Perot were jockeying for advantage on the subject of race 
relations. Clinton spent parts of two days in Los Angeles, Bush scheduled a 


trip later in the week and Perot criticized the president’s handling of the ' 


deadliest riots in the nation’s history. 

The California primary was four weeks away with 54 of the 270 electoral 
votes needed to win the White House. 

With 11 percent of the vote in Indiana, Clinton was gaining 58 percent, to 26 
percent for Brown and 13 percent for campaign dropout Paul Tsongas. 

In North Carolina, Clinton was gaining 61 percent of the vote in the early 
stages. An uncommitted line on the ballot was running second, with 17 
percent, to 10 percent for both Brown and Tsongas. 


Russia to freely allow ruble conversion 


MOSCOW — Russia announced Tuesday that it will allow the ruble to be 
converted freely into foreign currencies for the first time, taking a major step 
toward a market economy and attracting more foreign investment. 

The plan calls for trading the ruble freely on international currency markets 
starting July 1 and achieving full convertibility by August, government 
economist Konstantin Kagalovsky said. 

Convertibility means the ruble will be bought and sold inside and outside 
Russia. Because the ruble cannot now be taken out of the country legally, it is 
virtually worthless abroad. 

The ruble’s inconvertibility has discouraged Western companies from doing 
business in the former Soviet Union, because it is difficult to export profits. 
Many of the companies doing business here now must barter for oil, timber and 
other goods that must be exported and sold to realize a dollar profit. 

Financial experts praised the move toward convertibility. 


Afghan leader prolongs rule, despite war 


KABUL, Afghanistan — Renegade guerrillas battered the capital of 
Afghanistan with rockets again Tuesday, while the interim rebel president 
suggested that he stay in office longer than originally agreed. 

The proposal by Sibghatullah Mojaddidi to govern for two years instead of 
two months was certain to strain the fragile coalition of rebel factions that took 
power a week after the fall of Afgan Communists. 

The capital is under heavy attack by the forces of Gulbuddin Hekmatyar, a 
hardline Islamic fundamentalist who wants a stricter state. He is also a bitter 
rival of the ruling council’s military leader, Ahmed Shah Masood. 

Hekmatyar’s Hezb-e-Islami guerrillas bombarded Kabul with rockets for a 
second straight day. 

The fighting killed at least 40 people and wounded 200, most of them 
civilians, government and military officials said. This brought the two day toll 
to at least 73 dead and nearly 400 wounded. 


Justice Department to pursue LA rioters 


WASHINGTON — President Bush said Tuesday the government plans to 
pursue and prosecute people who murdered, burned and looted in riot-torn 
Los Angeles and is reviewing videotapes to identify suspects, a California 
lawmaker said. 

Bush consulted with Republican senators on Capitol Hill about the riots and 
also met for a second straight day with Cabinet advisers on the subject. He is 
to leave Wednesday for a two-day trip to Los Angeles. 

White House press secretary Marlin Fitzwater said the government was 
trying to match federal assistance programs with needs for food and other 
necessities in the city. 

Bush plans to inspect neighborhoods ripped by violence and burnings on his 
visit to the city. i 

Sen. John Seymour, R-Calif., quoted Bush as saying the Justice Depart- 


ment planned to “prosecute. to the fullest’; those involved in murder, looting,. 


arson and other crimes. 


being handed down” by a federal grand jury in the Rodney King case. 
After the verdict on state charges, a federal grand jury is considering 
whether the lawmen violated King’s civil rights.

into a Utah Valley Community Col- 
lege Continuing Education course 
where he earned his high school 
diploma and, thereafter, greatly im- 
proved his life. 

He now holds two part-time jobs, 
lives in good housing and is currently 
|taking further classes and loving 
them. 

This is just one of many examples of 
what a difference the Utah Valley 
Food and Shelter Coalition is making 
in many people’s lives. 

The next group consists of single 
parents, which constitutes around 20 
percent of those visiting the shelter. 

Several nuclear families also re- 
quire the shelter’s assistance, with 
more expected with the recent and 
future closings of local companies, 
leaving many families temporarily 
without a source of income. 

“The rental market is obscene in 
this area,” Stern said, which com- 
bined with low-paying jobs, and lack 
of jobs, causes much of the commu- 
nity’s problems. 

Recently the shelter had a man in 
his late 30s come in, well-dressed, 
head hung low, needing food, but not 
wanting to take anything without giv- 
ing something in return. 

“This was the first time in his life he 
had to ask for help,” Stern said, “and 
he would not accept anything until we 
found something for him to do in re- 
turn.” 

“(Volunteering at the shelter) re- 
ally made me aware of the incredible 
range of different people — from 
older, homeless people like you see 
sitting on street corners to young 
kids,” said Alison Thompson, 21, a 
junior majoring in clothing and tex- 
tiles from Rexburg, Idaho, who has 
done volunteer work at the shelter 
twice this semester. 

Not only does the coalition help out 
the transients, but the homeless also 
help each other out a lot, Stern said. 

“Many here have been known to 
give the shoes off their feet or the 
coats off their backs when they felt 
someone else was in need. 

“T can look into the eyes of some of 
these people here and see the pure 
light of Christ in them,” Stern said. 
“It’s like looking into eternity.” 

Volunteers serve as an indispens- 
able part of the coalition. BYU, 
church groups, other organizations 
and individuals all provide the much- 
needed services that keep the coalli- 
tion alive. 

Helping these people is “Christian- 
ity at its basic, fundamental best,” 
said Stern. “This is one place where 
everyone who calls himself a Chris- 
tian can come and work side by side 
toward a common goal.” 

Stern-complimented the many vol-

meals to the transients. ; 

One transient’s comment after 
wandering the country and being 
served by BYU volunteers was, “This 
is the only place where a meal was 
served to me and I could retain my 
dignity.” 

Julie Lafevre recently volunteered 
at the shelter with a group from her 
ward as a service project. “We had a 
lot of fun, and the service seemed to 
bring us and the people closer to- 
gether,” said Lafevre, 26, a junior il- 
lustration major from Preston, Idaho. 

“T was really impressed with the 
change I saw that volunteer work 
made at the shelter,” Thompson said. 
“You can tell that the shelter really 
benefits from the volunteers. 

“Sometimes you feel helpless about 
the world situations, and it’s a good 
feeling to be able to help out with the 
problems close at hand and know that 
you can make a difference,” Lafevre 
said. 

Even with the many efforts of vol- 
unteers throughout the community, 
the coalition can still use more help, 
said Stern. 

Servers for lunch shifts and clean- 
ing crews are a few of the labor ser- 
vices that people can donate. Other 
items the shelter would welcome are 
items such as adult-size sleeping bags 
and blankets and walking shoes for all 
ages. 

Since the shelter uses over 21 gal- 
lons of milk and two cases of oranges 
per week, donations of either of these 
would be welcome. 

Other foodstuffs, such as fresh 
tossed salad, baby formula and food, 
frozen orange juice, and jars of 
peanut butter or real mayonnaise, 
that are donated along with house- 
hold items, such as utensils and 
linens, are used to assemble home- 
starter kits that are given to families 
trying to make a new start.

Just seeing the change in the people 
after coming to the shelter for help 
can often prove to be rewarding. 

“When they first come in, you can 
often see the looks of frustration and 
depression in their eyes, but when 
they leave, many have new expres- 
sions of hope on their faces,” Stern 
said.

Courtrooms must — 
have media fairness 


The world was stunned when ajury acquit- 
ted four Los Angeles men on police brutality 
charges after viewing a video that showed 
the men beating Rodney King with batons 56 
times. Many wondered how this could hap- 
pen. 

Twelve randomly selected jurors hearing 
both sides of the case, deliberating for almost 
three weeks and then declaring the men inno- 
cent, clearly shows there was more to this 
trial than the public knew. 

The nation’s anger and violence from the 
jury’s decision came because the verdict was 
so inconsistant from what the public had seen 
and heard. All that was known about the 
King case before the trial was the violent clip 
that appeared on television. 

By repeatedly showing the video, the press 
did not fairly report both sides of the case to 
the public before the trial began. The public’s 
“right to know”should have included hearing 
statements from the defense, other police- 
men, and policy regulations for handling a 
“criminal” on drugs, not just viewing the 
video. The public was certain these men were 
guilty based on the information given by the 
media. The King case and the violence that 
followed shows how the public depends on 
the media for information and what happens 


when the press doesn’t report responsibly. 

Since a 1980 Supreme Court decision, the 
media has had the First Admendment right 
to be in courtrooms. However,’ with that 
right comes the responsibility to report ob- 
jectively, accurately and fairly. 

For better or for worse, 1991-1992 has 
been a momentous year for the press and the 
courtroom with the televised trials and hear- 
ings of William Kennedy Smith, Clarence 
Thomas and now Rodney King. 

In all three cases, the verdict was the oppo- 
site of what the public thought it would be. 
This could be because the media’s sound bites 
and headlines did not fairly represent the 
case the jury heard. 

Instead of serving the public, courtroom 


_ media coverages have confused the public. To 


many Americans the verdict did not serve 
justice to Rodney King, but, nor did the me- 
dia coverage fairly serve the public. 

If anything can be learned from this tra- 
matic incident, it should be that the press 
must re-evaluate its coverage in courtroom 
cases. After all, we expect justice from the 
courts, shouldn’t we at least expect fairness 
from the press?

Tyson segregated 
to disciplinary unit

INDIANAPOLIS — Mike Tyson 
has been placed in a single cell in a 
disciplinary unit for threatening a 
staff member at the prison where he 
is serving a six-year sentence for 
rape, authorities said Tuesday. 

Tyson’s attorney said the boxer had 
feared being set up for such a confron- 
tation. 

Correction Department spokesman 
Kevin Moore said the former heavy- 
weight champion was transferred 
Monday night to the disciplinary unit 
at the Indiana Youth Center in Plain- 
field, 15 miles west of Indianapolis. 

Moore said Tyson threatened a 
guard with bodily harm Monday 
evening. Later, after receiving an 
unidentified visitor, Tyson was taken 
to the office of a guard supervisor and 
made more threats, Moore said. 

Prisoners in the disciplinary unit do 
not participate in school or work as- 
signments and take meals in their 
cells, Moore said. A prisoner can 
leave the cell only for visitation and 
for recreation periods by himself. 

Tyson must receive a disciplinary 
hearing within five days, and could 
receive extra.work, restricted privi- 
leges, up to 12 months in the disci- 
plinary unit and less credit toward 
time off for good behavior, Moore 
said. 

“(Tyson) was worried about being 
set up,” Dershowitz said. “He said 
that there were all kinds of rumors

The incident was revealed by a 
prisoner, James Bell Yager, who 
called The Associated Press. Yager 
said a guard told him Tyson threat- 
ened to “whup” a guard who ordered 
him to keep moving after he had 
stopped to shake hands with another 
prisoner. 

Yager, who is serving 42 years for 
bank embezzlement and forgery, has 
accused prison officials of giving 
Tyson special treatment. Prison offi- 
cials have said that Yager’s state- 
ments about Tyson have not always 
been accurate.

There are several misconceptions 
about this disease, such as the myth 
that people with diabetes cannot eat 
sugar, Jolley said. “People say, ‘you 
need to take it easy because you are a 
diabetic,’ or, ‘get lots of rest.’ Also, 
when I am testing my blood, people 
are almost afraid that they can get it,” 
Jolley said. 

Mimi Hanks, 25, a senior in adver- 
tising from Dayton, Ohio, realized she 
had Type I Diabetes five years ago 
when she felt the symptoms of being 
tired all the time, an unquenchable 
thirst and needing to use the re- 
stroom constantly. 

Hanks said people will offer her a 
piece of candy and then say, “Oh, you 
can’t eat candy. Most people are ig- 
norant about Type I diabetes,” she 
said. 

One time, during church, Hanks 
said she started feeling weak because 
her blood sugar level was going low. 
It is during these times a person with 
diabetes must eat sugar to lift the 
sugar level in their blood. She said 
one lady was kind enough to give up 
her child’s Cheerios to keep her from 
getting ill. 

In addition to dealing with unin- 
formed people, people with Type I 
diabetes must carefully regulate what 
they eat and when they take insulin. 

Hanks said she must check her 
blood by pricking her finger 4 to 5 
times a day and taking insulin shots.

immediately after they take insulin. 
In fact, for the best results they 
should wait 30 to 45 minutes. 

“The yucky part is when you take a 
shot thinking you want to eat, but 
when it is time to eat, if you don’t feel 
like eating, tough, you still have to 
eat,” Hanks said. 

Type II Diabetes, sometimes called 
Adult Onset Diabetes, does not re- 
quire insulin injections. Of the 14 mil- 
lion people with diabetes, Weinrauch 
said, 90 percent are Type II. 

Larry Taylor, director of advise- 
ment for the Family and Social Sci- 
ences Department at BYU, said he 
was one step away from a coma when 
he went to the hospital a month ago 
and was told he had diabetes. 

“T can control it by diet, exercise 
and oral medicine,” Taylor said. He 
said he must still check his blood 
sugar level every day, but does not 
have to take shots. 

Taylor said that even though his 
body still produces insulin, it can‘t 
process it. Medication and exercise 
are suppose to help his body turn food 
into energy. 

Because he has diabetes, Taylor 
said there are some things that he and 
most other diabetics cannot do, like 
fasting and donating blood. 

Years ago, there was no real help 
for people with diabetes, but with 
new technology and research, a cure 
could be just around the corner. 

One idea is to implant beta cells in 
diabetic patients. “A beta cell is the 
cell that makes insulin,” Weinrauch

Researchers are looking for ways 
to encapsulate beta cells to protect 
them from the immune system, Wein- 
rauch said.

Presently, devices aré being used 
to make life both easier and more nor- 
mal for diabetics. 

One of these devices is an insulin 
pump implanted in the abdomen. The 
pump is about the size of a hockey 
puck and is attached to the muscles, 
Weinrauch said. 

It eliminates the need for shots and 
makes regulating blood sugar level 
easier. The pumps are new, so the 
cost is very high. 

One reason researchers are looking 
for a cure is because other complica- 
tions commonly arise in diabetics that 
many people have never considered. 

Kidney failure, heart disease, 
blindness, poor circulation, increased 
chance of infection and even gangrene 
are long term problems for people 
with diabetes, said Rachelle Worley, 
a registered dietitian. 

Worley used to work at Utah Val- 


ley Regional Medical Center helping - 


diabetes patients plan a proper diet. 
“A lot of people with diabetes need 
counseling because it affects their 
whole life. There is a lot of guilt when 
they don’t eat right,” Worley said. 
“Diabetics can fit in socially, but 
they have to plan for it,” Worley said. 


One final problem people with dia- 
betes face is the expense of paying for 
insurance that will give adequate cov- 
erage.

SALT LAKE CITY — The city has agreed to 
pay $50,000 to a man who claimed a police officer 
used excessive force and falsely arrested him dur- 


ing a 1990 incident. 


The payment will be made to former U.S. Trea- 
sury agent Elon Booker in exchange for the dis- 
missal of a $265,000 lawsuit he filed against the city 


and Officer Gerald Allred. 


Booker contends he had to undergo surgery on 
his shoulder after Allred threw him against a wall 
and handcuffed him the night of April 16, 1990. His 


medical costs totaled $15,000. 


The two sides settled the case after Booker asked 
a federal judge to order the city to turn over inter- 
nal affairs files on Allred, including the file on the 


incident in question. 


The police department’s own investigation 


showed that Allred violated department policy in 
his treatment of Booker, according to court 
records. However, there was no indication whether 
the officer was disciplined.

Provo’s mayor has been quoted 


saying the proposal to reduce his 
salary wouldn’t see the light of day. 
He may be right; Tuesday night, 
Provo City Council decided in a three 
to four split vote not to bring the issue 
of Mayor Joe Jenkins’ salary to a pub- 
lic meeting. 

Provo City Councilwoman Shari 
Holweg proposed that Mayor Jenkins 
receive a salary cut of almost $20,000 
a year. He is currently the highest 
paid mayor in Utah at $62,000 a year. 
Holweg proposed that the mayor re- 
ceive an annual salary of $45,000 plus 
$200 monthly for expenses and the 
right to benefits available to ap- 
pointed city employees. 

Holweg said, “By not taking this 
proposal to a public hearing and not 
letting the people have a say we are 
doing a disservice to Provo.” 

The issue of the mayor’s salary is 
not new; the debate began in 1984 


Courtrooms 
turn violent 
inshootings

CLAYTON, Mo. — A woman 
waiting for a divorce court session to 
open was shot to death Tuesday by 
her estranged husband, who also 
wounded four other people in the 
courthouse before police shot him, au- 
thorities said. 

“There were bullet holes every- 
where — in the walls, and in the trash 
cans. It was a very scary scene. It was 
something like you’d see on TV,” said 
lawyer Rick Simon, who was in the 
St. Louis County Courthouse on 
other business. 

A man armed with two .38-caliber 
revolvers walked into the courtroom, 
where his wife and her divorce attor- 
ney were waiting for court to begin, 
and opened fire, Police Chief Richard 
Morris said. 

Mary Baumruk, 46, of Florissant 
was pronounced dead at the scene, he 
said. Her lawyer and her husband’s 
lawyer were wounded. 

Her husband, Kenneth Baumruk, 
then left the courtroom and shot a 
bailiff and a guard, Morris said. Two 
police officers then shot him. 

Baumruk, 53, was reported in criti- 
cal condition at Barnes Hospital. 

The other victims were taken to 
two hospitals, where spokesmen said 
their conditions ranged from good to 
serious. 

In addition to the Missouri inci- 
dent, two other courtroom shootings 
were also reported this week. 

In North Dakota, a judge was criti- 
cally wounded Tuesday during a child 
support hearing. And in Alabama, a 
woman allegedly shot and wounded 
her brother-in-law while arguing in a 
courthouse stairwell Monday. ~
